Warsaw ; Tear Tsingletree was heard to express his opinion of the Turkos -Russian 
alliance at a recent party hosting the German and Italina embassies. He said, 
"You fellas can advise your bosses to stop twisting my ki&ckers, 'cause I'm loyal 
to the Pod of the Orient. Just consider what might have happened to me if Turkey 
was my enemy 1 We count our slightest blessings." 

Two." ...and so, as the sun slips lower o'er the hills of 
Tennessee, a small smirk of irony passes through the mouths of all Warsaw residents 
(and all Jastrzabs who appreciate- the finer points of Polish-Russian relations) 
as it comes to pass that the Russians .have come to die in the cradle of Poland.

This is our last Territorial demand ((He said Hungarliy! )) 
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As many readers of JASTRZAB are "novices" in the strict intrepretatinn of 
the word, we felt it might be appropriate to give some explanation for the above 
annihilations and some illumination to the two Rules which provided for these 
annihilations. Novices continually run across references to the MILLER RULE and 
THE JUST RIGHT-HAND RULE . R couple? of illustrations' -andu^lanations may therefore 
cast some light on THESE rules and their int»Bpretations . 

THE MILLER RULE: Under no circumstances may a dislodged unit give support. 

Thus, the Russian attack on Berlin from Silesia fails and results in a stand-ofif 
as the support of the Russian Army Prussia is invalidated because it is dislodged 
by the German Army Berlin, Without the Miller Rule being used, note that the 
Russian Army Silesia to Berlin would succeed as the support of the Russian Array 
Prussia would not be invalidated or cut by the attack coming from Berlin. Thus 
the grim tale that unfolds below would not have happened and the Russian Army 
Silesia would succeed to Berlin, leaving Warsaw vacant for the retreat of the 
Russian Army Prusiia. 

THE JUST RIGHT-HAND RULEj "If a retreat order is not sent for a dislodged unit, 
the gaflifcsmaster will make the retreat in the following fashion. Consider that 
there is a front between the attacking unit's province and the dislodged unit's 
province, delineated by the map border between them. The dislodged unit is 
retreated to the province immediate3y to the right of the front. If this space 
is unavailable, then to the province immediately to the left. If this is un- 
available, the next closest on the right, then the next closest on the left and 
so on until all the provinces bordering the dislodged unit have been exhausted. 
At this point, the unit is removed from play." 

Illustration of what this rule's application to the area surrounding the Russian/ 
German attacks provides this dual example!

Remembering that retreats are simultaneous, the application of the JRHR must be 
also considered silultaneously and goes thus: 

A. In 1, the Russian Army Silesia cannot retreat to Galicia, the first possibility 
as Galicia is occupied. 

In 2, the Russian Army Prussia cannot retreat to Silesia, the first possibility 
as Silesia is occupied. 

B. In 1, The Russian Army Silesia cannot retreat to Munich, the second possibility 
as Munich is occupied. 

In 2, the Russian Army Prussia- cannot retreat to the Baltic Sea or to Livonia, 
one of which is the second possibility, the Baltic being a sea province and 
Livonia being occupied. 

C. In 1, the Russian A Silesia can retreat to Warsaw as the third possibility. 
In 2, the Russian A Prussia can retreat to Warsaw as the third possibility. 
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Continuation of JRHR discussion... 

Therefore, by the single application of the Rule disallowing dual occupancy 
of a single space, both Russian armies are annihilated. 

In the action surrounding Italian and Turkish units in and around Greece, an 
oven more obscure intrepretation is deemed necessary. The Italian Fleet Aegean 
was displaced and mufct retreat. Italian conditional retreats specified the space 
"Ionian Sea" as the direction of retreat if necessary. NOTE that the JRHR does not 
forbid retreats to be ordered conditional on moves; rather it encourages them. The 
Turkish fleet Greece was displaced and mufet retreat. No conditional retreats were 
provided for the direction of that retreat. In this specific case, only one was 
possible anyhow* Application of the JRHR eventually brings the Turkish Fleet 
Greece as being forced to retreat to the IONIAN SEA, Combining this necessary 
retreat with the Italian ordered retreat and adding the dual occupancy rule thus 
annihilates both units. 



A search into John Koning's Archives produced this statement, which we are . 4 L 
reprinting here for further illumination of tMs rule. 

THE VOICE, VOLUME II, NO. 2, JANUA1Y 3, 1969, JEFF KEY EDITOR AND PUBLISHER 

"...The Right-hand Rule was not designed to eliminate or reduce a player's 
control over these units. Eric Just wrote in THE DIPLOMAT that there are 
only three ways to handle retreats s (l) have a seperate retreat turn (which 
delays the game mercilessly), (2) allow players to make their moves condi*» 
tional on retreats, or (3) to make tbMr retreats conditional on moves." 
We agree with him that players do much more moving than retreating and that 
the last method therefore makes more sense. The Right-hand Rule was designed 
with this in mind. When a player feels that he is in danger of being dis- 
lodged from a province while moving or standing, he should include a con- 
ditional .retreat order with his orders. This retreat will be followed if 
it is at all possible. A player may also send in a multiple retreat order 
giving his preference should his first choice be blocked. It is only when 
all of a player's choices have been eliminated as impossible, or when a 
player fails to signify any preference, that the Right-hand Rule will ever 
come into use." 



This paragraph illustrates perfectly the basis of the Just Right-hand Rule and 
the thinking that went into it. At the time it was used, there was no such rule 
as we have now enabling a unit to be removed if not retreated. While both sides 
of the coin have their advantages, I personally rather like it, although it is 
not a part of JASTR&AB House Rules. As a player I imagine I would dislike it.

FOR CONTINUATION OF THIS EFFCRf , SEND FIVE HUNDRED DOLLARS TO THE JASTRZAB HOME 
FOR OLD POLES.
